IN THE CLAIMS 

Claim 1 (Currently Amended) A tool for insertion through the coracoid process 
and into the glenoid vault of a scapula, comprising: 

an elongated, hol l ow, rigid tube ± having an exterior surface and an open interior portion 
that extends between distal and proximal ends;_said tube having a length and 
diameter such that its distal end may be positioned in the glenoid vault and so 
that its proximal end may be placed into communication with a suction 
mechanism; 

an elongated sleeve wh i ch is operatively coupled with s li dab l v mount e d on said tubejn 
a manner that permits selective, sliding movement of said sleeve along a length 
of the exterior surface of said tube ; said sleeve having proximal and distal ends; 
and 

a gasket operatively coupled to the distal end of said sleeve and the exterior surface of 
said tube in a manner that permits selective, sliding movement of said gasket 
along a length of the exterior surface of said tube; said gasket being positioned in 
a manner that establishes to b o s li dablv coupl o d With sa i d tub e so that a seal is 
e stab li sh e d between the distal end of said sleeve and the exterior surface of said 
tube; said gasket being shaped and sized for selective sealing engagement with 
the coracoid process when the distal end of said tube is positioned in the glenoid 
vault. 

Claim 2 (Original) The tool of claim 1 wherein said distal end of said tube has a 
plurality of openings formed therein.

Claim 3 (Original) The tool of claim 1 wherein said distal end of said tube has an 
arcuate portion. 

Claim 4 (Currently Amended) The tool of claim 1 wherein said tube is provided 
with an angular bend, adjacent the distal end of said tube A so that the open interior 
portion of i s angu l ar l y d i sposed with rospoct to tho romaindor of said tube extends along 
a non-linear path between said proximal and distal ends . 

Claim 5 (Original) The tool of claim 1 further including a flexible obturator which 
may be selectively extended through said tube to clear said tube of debris.

Claim 8 (Currently Amended) A tool for drawing external material into the 
honeycomb structure of a bone by providing negative pressure to a bone cavity, 
comprising: 

an elongated tube having distal and proximal ends and an outer surface; 

said distal end of said elongated tube being positionable within the bone cavity, and 
said proximal end of said elongated tube being in operative communication with 
a suction mechanism; and 

a sleeve, having proximal and distal end portions, that is slidably coupled with the outer 
surface of said elongated tube; said distal end portion of said sleeve having a 
sealing surface that is shaped and sized for selective sealing engagement with 
the bone when the distal end of said elongated tube is positioned in the bone 
cayity. can bo soloct i vo l y positioned aga i nst the bono, around an opening to sa i d 
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bon o cav i ty, to sea l oaid bone cav i ty whi lo sa i d suct i on mochan i sm prov i des 
nogat i vo pressure to said bono cav i ty to draw the external mat e r i a l i nto the 
honeycomb structur e of th e bon e.
